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Regarding Claim 1 , the prior art of record alone or in combination neither teaches 
nor makes obvious the invention having the diffusion prevention film partially covering 
the top surface of the bump and the bonding film having a first portion in direct contact 
with the diffusion prevention film and a second portion in direct contact with the top 
surface of the bump in combination with all of the limitations of Claim 1.
